“ He was the coolest one of 
the whole bunch,” reported one 
officer who listened to the babel 
of radio voices.

hours after he had first flashed 
the signal for help on his rescue 
radio. 
He had only a slight flesh 
wound, either from the bursting 
American bombs or exploding 
North Vietnamese ammunition.

Kennedy Seemed Eager to 


Plunge Into Crowds

covered Robert Francis Kennedy 
on his intensive campaign for the 
D e m o c r a t i c

It occurred to virtually all of 
us as we watched the pattern. 
Invariably, he would bounce 
down the steps of his campaign 
plane and, with little protection, 
plunge into frenzied screaming 
crowds seeking to grab and tug 
at 
him. 
And 
inevitably 
we 
thought of Dallas and thought 
that this Kennedy was moving 
among strangers with much less 
protection than his brother did 
on the dark November day in 
1963 
Ironically, it was a thing that 
he felt, according to his aides 
that he had to prove: That he, 
Robert 
Kennedy, 
a 
United 
States senator and brother of the 
assassinated 
President, 
could 
move more freely and with more 
confidence among crowds than 
President Johnson. 
He seemed to do so with a 
certain sense of fatalism. Those 
who observed him closely are 
certain he did not relish being 
grabbed and pushed and mauled 
by strangers. It violated his sense 
of privacy. 
But he was, as Kennedys 
always seem to be, the all-out 
candidate; he would do what he 
thought necessary to win. 
He talked rarely of possible 
assassination or the murder of 
his brother. When questioned, he 
would 
say 
simply 
he 
was 
satisfied with the findings of the 
W arren 
Commission, 
which 
investigated his brother’s death. 
He 
mentioned 
the 
late 
President often in his speeches 
but 
it 
invariably 
was in an 
impersonal way. He referred to 
him as “ President Kennedy” and 
almost never as “ my brother’’ or 
by his first name. Repeatedly, as 
he 
campaigned, 
there 
were 
reminders 
of 
the 
man 
who 
campaigned 
in 
1960. 
in the 


current 
candidate’s 
stance, 
cadence, rhythm, Boston accent, 
right hand pumping, and, almost 
in va ria b ly, 
after 
describing 
deplorable social conditions, this 
peroration: “ I think we can do 
better. That is why I run for 
president. That is why I ask your 
help.” 
But while there were many 
reminders, he seemed compelled 
to keep personal 
memory at 
arm’s length, at least in public. 
When, on occasion, an admirer 
in the crowd would offer him a * 
gift memorializing his brother, 
an etching or quilt, he would try 
to pull away, murmur a hurried 
thanks and ask an aide to take 
the gift. 
A n d then there w as this, and 
it 
needs 
to

described 
carefully: During the lulls in the 
campaign, at the end of a long 
day, or during a long flight 
before the next stop, we often 
noticed as he rested and finally 
was alone, a look of infinite 
sadness, of terrible hurt, in his 
eyes and taut, angular face. 
Most reporters noticed this 
and among those who knew him 
well, newsmen and staff aides, 
there was common agreement 
that

in a self-deprecating way that 
might tend to undermine his 
alleged ruthlessness.

Three-Day Rescue Effo rt 


Saves Downed U.S. F lie r 


DA NANG, Vietnam (A P) • 
The U.S. Air Force lost three 
planes and one pilot, and many 
more 
planes 
and 
helicopters 
were damaged in the greatest 
rescue effort made in Vietnam, 
Air 
Force 
officers 
disclosed 
today. 
But 
the 
costly, 
three-day 
operation achieved its goal, the 
rescue of a 27-year-old Navy 
flier trapped within a bristling 
complex of antiaircraft defenses. 
A small armada of warplanes 
and helicopters flew 181 sorties 
to save Lt. Kenney D. Fields of 
Jacksonville, Fla. 
“ Those guys just never gave 
up,” said Fields. 
The massive operation began 
May 31, and parts of it are still 
under security wraps. It centered 
on 
a 
heavily 
defended 
road 
which cuts west from the North 
Vietnamese coast toward the Mu 
Gia Pass and the entrance to the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail just above the 
17th parallel. 
Flying an A7 Corsair jet, 
Field s 
took 
off 
from 
the 
America last Friday afternoon 
on the big carrier’s first day of 
com bat 
patrol 
off 
North 
Vietnam. 
Boring into the target area 
half an hour later, the subsonic 
jet was hit by what appeared to 


be 37mm antiaircraft fire and 
went

Fields 
p o p p e d 
his 
ejection seat 
parachuted down. 
“ It was probably the worst 
place in the world to go down,” 
one of the rescue officers said 
later. “ The area was literally 
alive with troops and guns.”
